Ont of Their Own Renonrces— ReboU 


Dully Gaininc Strength and Cam-

, June 15.—Friends of 


the Cuban revolutionists are greatly 
!ncoura£ed by the latest developments. 
In the neutrality 
proclamation 
of 


President Cleveland, instigated, as it 
was, by earnest representations OB the 
part of the Spanish government, they 
see the first official recognition of the 
belligerency of the island, and take 
hope accordingly. 


During- all the months of guerrilla 


warfare the Spanish government has 
scrupulously refrained from making 
any utterance which could be con- 
strued into a recognition of the fact 
that a large portion of the population 
of the Queen of the Antilles was in in- 
surrection against Spanish rule. If it 
had not been for the extraordinary 
headway made by the revolutionists 
since the arrival of Martinez Campos, 
with his consignment of government 
troops, no such representations would 
have been made to the United States 
by the Snanish authorities as those 
which have led to 
the neutrality 


proclamation just issued. 


There have been no filibustering ex- 


peditions from American ports of any 
consequence, and there are not likely 
to be. The revolutionists have carried 
on their camimgfn largely out of their 
own resources, until they have driven 
their Spanish oppressors to a point 
of desperation where every approach- 
ing vessel is looked upon as an incen- 
diary contribution to the fires of re- 
bellion. 


The arrival of the George W. Childs 


with its much heralded, but really in- 
significant, quota of filibusters^ has 
fo'rced from the frightened Spaniards 
as great a demonstration as if it were 
the advance of an army of occupation. 
Cuban sympathizers here, however, do 
not attach great significance to the af- 
fair, and treat the demonstration in 
regard to-ivas only another illustration 
of the panic-stricken condition of the 
Spanish authorities. 


All information received here is to 


the effect that the forces of the revo- 
lutionists are receiving daily acces- 
sons of strength, and that they are al- 
ready in a position from which they can 
not be dislodged by any force at the dis- 
posal of Gen. Campos. The install- 
ments of Spanish troops which have 
landed on Cuban shores have proved 
utterly inadequate for the emergency, 
and eVerv evidence of inferiority on 
their part has served to invigorate the 
cause' of the revolutionists, and to 
bring to it new support 


Thousands of the most prominent 


citizens of Cuba who in the earlier 
stages of the insurrection held aloof, 
and* discouraged the attempt at liber- 
ation on the ground that it must be a 
faihire, have within the last few weeks 
riven assurances to the revolutionary 
leaders of their sympathy with the 
cause, and of their willingness to lend 
any support which may be needed.

Short Talks on Advertising. 


[Copyrighted by Charles Austin Bates.] 
John Wanamaker has said : "To dis- 


continue an advertisement is like tak- 
ing down your sign." 


That is just the idea. You have a 


sign above your door to let people 
know who yon are and where you are, 
and what you are doing. That's what 
your ad. does. Space in newspapers 
merely multiplies your sign. It lets 
thousands of people know what you 
have to sell. The way to think of ad- 
vertising is to consider first the goods 
you have, to see if they are really de- 
sirable- Then figure on the number of 
people likely to see your announce- 
ment in the paper, the proportion of 
possible customers among that number, 
and what you can afford to pay for 
each dollar's worth of new business. 
That will give you the size of the ad. 
von ought to use. Then make your 
ad. clear, logical, convincing. 
Don't 


try to be funny, unless you are natur- 
allv so, and even then don't do it too 
often. What people want in an ad. is 
exact, definite information. It ought 
to be given to them in a smooth, more 
or less argumentive way, and as 
strongly as possible, for "the other 
fellow'" is after these same people. 


The amount to be spent for advertis- 


ing must be determined by the per- 
centage of profits and the percentage 
of possible customers. It doesn't pay 
to buy advertising blindly, no ma^te^ 
how good it is. If you are selling 
51,000 a -week at a gross profit of 25 
per cent-, and can increase the sales to 
S1,C:>0 at a cost of $50 for advertis'ng, 
you are a clear $12.50 ahead. Rent and 
clerk hire, light and heat and interest 
all go on just the same, whether you 
sell 81,000 or Si,250. It is advertising 
that brings in the money to pay all the 
other expenses. 
Advertising is busi- 


ness insurance. 


Advertising what you haven't got or 


what you don't do is worse than not 
advertising at all. You can't well be 
too careful about this. Make your ads. 
strictly true in letter and in spirit- I 
believe that the majority of business 
men do this now, but as it is the most 
important thing about advertising, it 
will bear repeating and reiterating. 


When merchants and laymen come 


to consider advertising in its legitimate 
character of "business news," it -will 
pay better—pay the advertiser better 
and the advertiser, too.
